
Didsbury swimming pool opens with a splash

Didsbury's newest recrea¬ 
tion facility opened this past 
weekend with close to 600 
swimmers taking advantage 
of a day of free swimming. 

The line up for the free 
pool visit began 45 minutes 
before the doors opened. 

Didsbury Recreation Direc¬ 
tor Ken Luck said 270 passes 
had been paid for by pool 
constructors Penn-co, 

Beardon and Master Pools, 
but the actual number of visi¬ 
tors exceeded the passes by 
double. 

“We didn’t keep that close 
a count, but we estimated 
that between 500 and 600 
went through the pool on 
Sunday," he said. 

The free day of swimming 
came after grand opening cer¬ 
emonies held early Sunday 
afternoon with officials from 
all levels of government at¬ 
tending, including County 
Reeve John Grimstead, 

M.L.A. Roy Brassard and Wild 
Rose M.P. Louise Feltham. 

Feltham was among the 
number who congratulated 
the Town of Didsbuiy for 
building the new aquatic cen¬ 
tre. 

“It's not easy to raise 
enough money to build a 
building like this,” she said. 

"Thank you for the leader¬ 
ship and community spirit 
you have shown." 

A number of people who 
attended the grand opening 
were also on hand for the 
Build Our Pool Society's 
sneak preview wine and 
cheese party held Saturday 
night. 

Close to 300 people at¬ 
tended the $10 per ticket 
fundraising event to get the 
first look at the new facility 
which boasts a whirlpool, 
wading pool and bigger than 
life size wall mural painted 



by local artist Ruth Jepson. 

The wine and cheese re¬ 
ception was the last official 
event for the tenacios BOP 
Society which to date has 
raised $ 103,000 towards the 
purchase of a whirlpool, 
steambath and water slide 
for the new facility. 

Members of the Society, 
which have been working on 
their project for the last two 
years, are just burnt out. 

"I think we will carry on for 
another two month so people 


can send in pledges of drop 
them off here at the pool,” 
said BOP President Lance 
Plewls. There isstill $90,000 
to be raised to pay for the 
water slide. But I think we all 
need a break.” 

Plewts said approximately 
$34,000 has been raised for 
the water si ide and BOP plans 
to make more applications 
for government grants as well 
as work to gather individual 
pledges. 

The whirlpool is opera- 


empty space where it is sup¬ 
posed to go. Maybe that might 
be the extra encouragement 
they need.” 

And encouraging was a 
word used by many of the 
residents and out of town visi¬ 
tors who came to both func¬ 
tions at the new pool over the 
weekend. Many were sur¬ 
prised by the size and atmos¬ 
phere of the aquatic centre, 
including Olympic synchro¬

Joy Butterfield and I beeame best friends when we were 
first graders at Fcrrybank School. Mr. Miller was the teacher 
and one of my earliest memories is of tugging gently at Mr. 
Miller's pant leg so that 1 eould tell him that Joy’s entire pencil 
had been eaten by the pencil sharpener. Joy was too shy to 
tell him herself and so she coerced me into doing the deed for 
her. 

Joy's birthday was on October the 8th and she began 
planning the party as soon as school opened in September. 
On at least two occasions she got the dates mixed up and we 
all arrived on her parent's doorstep two weeks early. Her mom 
was wonderfully good and patient with kids, she gave us 
lemonade and sent us home. 

We weren't upset about Joy dragging us all the way to her 
house on the wrong date. Joy’s birthday party was the social 
event of the year and rather than miss it, her friends would 
have cheerfully come over on any number of wrong days. The 
festivities began on Friday night when some of us went home 
with Joy after sehool. We all rode horses and Joy’s dad and 
brothers put our ponies in the bam while Mrs. Butterfield fed 
us and then tucked us into Joy's upstairs room. We were 
always too excited to sleep and it usually took about 5 trips 
from her mother and finally her dad's offer to, "skin the hide 
off you," before we settled down. 

On Saturday morning we came downstairs to balloons, 
streamers and unbearable excitement . I don't remember Joy 
or her guests helping with any of the preparations but there 
always seemed to be several aunts in attendance and I 
suppose they helped. We kids played games, fought, ate, and 
worked ourselves into such a fever of excitement that we 
hardly tasted the birthday luncheon. The main course' may 
well have been hotdogs. I do know that the meal always ended 
with a huge cake, ice cream, pop and Joy being forced to make 
a thank you speech. She was an ornery little cuss and the 
speech, when finally delivered was short and loud. I could 
probably have been persuaded to do it for her but her mother 
seemed to feel that this was something Joy should do on her 
own. 

The birthday dinner was early in the day because as soon 
as the gifts were opened and Joy had made her speech, her 
dad and a couple of uncles would pack their cars full of kids 
and take us all to the Saturday matinee at the theatre tn 
Ponoka. This was big time stuff. For many of us it was our 
yearly movie. Is it any wonder that we looked forward to Joy's 
birthday party? It was light up there with Christmas. 

My birthday falls between Christmas and New Years. It’s a 
miserable time for a birthday, the weather is cold, you are out 
of sehool so you have lost contact with your friends, nobody 
really wants another cake, and because of Christmas, the 
stores are pretty well picked over. My birthdays were happy 
despite these inconveniences. I had a cake and presenis and 
even the occasional party, but no one else in the whole school 
had a party that compared with Joy's and for all of my 
childhood I judged big events as compared to her birthday 
parties. 

Our kids had birthday parties. They were fairly complex 
events that involved enormous cakes in imaginative shapes, 
lots of guests, sleepovers, varied menus, games, balloons and 
streamers, pop and ice cream. But in my heart I know that 
Joy's birthday parties were better. 

Mr. and Mrs. Butterfield are both gone and I'm sure I never 
told them what great hosts they were. 1 wish I had. Joy still 
lives in my home town but I haven’t seen her in years. I wonder 
what kind of parties she had for her kids? I wonder if she 
remembers her parties as fondly as her old friends do? I 
wonder if my kids have happy memories from their birthday 
parties. 

Meanwhile, next time there is a birthday at your house and 
you are up to your ears in birthday cake, balloons and 16 
sticky fingered, wlggly kids remember that you are making 
happy memories. Few things in life are more precious. 


Town council notes

Dtdsbury Town council has 
given permission tothe Dldsbury 
Minor Hockey Assocatlon to in¬ 
stall video games for the dura¬ 
tion of the Midget ‘B’ provincial 
play offs. 

The games will be placed in 
the multi-purpose room at the 
arena during the tournament 
which will run the weekend of 
March 12 and 13. 

Teams from all over Alberta 
will be in Dldsbury that week¬ 
end to take part in the event.

The Town of Dldsbury do¬ 
nated 10 free swimming passes 
to the Build Our Pool Society 
which were used as door prizes 
at the pool sneak preview wine 
and cheese party held February 
20 . 

The passes cover the cost of 
one adult dally admission to the 
new pool which was set by coun¬ 
cil at $3 per visit. 

Council also set ten pass 
rates, season's pass rates and 
three month pass rates for the 
pool, based on the ages of users. 

A swimming schedule was 
also established, outlining pub¬ 
lic and family swimming times. 
The schedule swim times take 
effect on March 1.

Town council's Protective 
Services Committee will t>o meet¬ 
ing soon to discuss the possibil¬ 
ity of establishing a town policy 
regarding ground frost removal 
through burning. 

The decision to look into a 
possible policy came after 
Dldsbury Fire Chief Gary 
I lalfyard expressed concerns to 
council about public safety 
around bums, specifically those 
used for underground utility 


installation. 

In a letter to council. Hallyard 
proposed council establish 
burning permits which outline 
safety practises the burner must 
follow. 

The Protective Services Com¬ 
mittee will bring their recom¬ 
mendations to council at their 
next regular meeting.

Dldsbury Town Council has 
agreed to pay the county over 
$3000 towards the purchase of 
defibrillation units for ambu¬ 
lance use. 

The total cost of $3355, or $ 1 
per capita, will go to a pool of 
funds, donated by munclpalitles 
tn the county served by the 
Mountain View Ambi ilance Serv¬ 
ice, to purchase the defib units 
which the service has asked the 
county to purchase for use in 
emergency medical calls. 

While the ambulance serv¬ 


ice. a private company con¬ 
tracted by the county to serve 
the towns, will use the deflbs, 
they technically belong to the 
county and will remain their 
property. 

• • * 

A new budget for the furnish¬ 
ing of the new recreation de¬ 
partment office has been ap¬ 
proved by council. 

The approval came after close 
to $6000 was pared from the 
budget at the request ofcouncil. 
Originally, the recreation depart¬ 
ment had requested more than 
$30,000 for the Job. 

But with the cuts in place, 
new office furniture, adminis¬ 
tration equipment and comput¬ 
ers will now cost the town 
$23,033. 

The new office, located in the 
Dldsbury Memorial Complex. Is 
slated to be completed near the 
end of March.

Strategic Needs Analysis 

A project designed to clearly identify the current and future 
health care needs of the communities served by the Mountain 

View Health Care Centre, Olds General Hospital and the Sundre General Hospital was 
announced today by Mr Wayne Layden, Board Chairman of the Mountain View Health Care 
Centre. In making the announcement he noted that constant changes in the delivery of health 
care services and a focus on rationalization and regionalization of services, coupled with a 
move to economic sustainability, had all contributed to the development of this cooperative, 
community-based approach to defining health care needs. 

Mr. Layden stressed that the results of this strategic needs analysis will serve as a framework 
for the ongoing planning, development and delivery of a wide-range of health care services 
within the area. He went on to say that the project consultants, Western Health Planning 
Associates of Edmonton, will be making every effort to obtain the views of all members of the 
community. A number of health related organizations, special interest groups and community 
leaders will be contacted with a request for input; at approximately the mid way point in the 
project the board will be hosting a public forum at which time input will be sought from the 
community at large. 

A steering committee comprised of representatives of the three facilities and with 
representation from the Mountain View Health Unit will oversee the project which is scheduled 
for completion in late April of 1993.

Proclaimed 

On January 27th. 1993 Hon. 
Dick Fowler. Minister of Justice 
announced that the Conflicts of 
Interest Act comes Into force 
March 1. 1993. The Act. par¬ 
tially proclaimed In 1992.goesa 
long way In keeping our private 
Interests separate from our pub¬ 
lic duties and reducing the per¬ 
ception of conflict of Interest. 
With the conflicts of Interest Act. 


Albertans can be assured that 
Members of the legislative As¬ 
sembly will continue to carry 
out their responsibilities with 
Integrity and respect for the peo¬ 
ple they represent. 

The Office of the Ethics Com¬ 
missioner. established under 
the Conflict of Interest Act. was 
set up In April of 1992. Robert 
Clark washlred as Alberta's first 
Ethics Commissioner. It Is the 
Ethics Commissioner's respon¬ 
sibility to ensure that all Mem¬ 
bers understand and comply 
with the conflict of Interest pro¬ 
visions set out In the Act. 

The Conflicts of Interest Act 
requires that every Member file 
with the commissioner a disclo¬ 
sure statement detailing per¬ 
sonal assets, liabilities and fi¬ 
nancial Interests for themselves 
as well as spouses and depend¬ 
ent children. The Act also deals 
with cabinet Ministers, past and 
present. In relation to their per¬ 
sonal holdings and employment 
restrictions after leaving cabi¬ 
net positions.

Law and Order Legislation 

During the past year there 
has been a good deal of legisla¬ 
tive work Involving law and or¬ 
der legislation. Bill C-90 has 
received first reading: the other 
bills listed below have become 
law. 

Bill C-90: This legislation will, 


for the first time, clearly direct 
the courts that the purpose of 
sentencing Is to maintain a Just, 
peaceful and safe soc iety. It will 
also reduce delays between con¬ 
viction and sentencing. 

BUI C-49 (Royal Assent June 
23, 1992) protects victims of 
sexual assault from unneces¬ 
sarily revcallngthelr past sexual 
history In court. 

Bill C.-36 (Royal Assent June 
18. 1992) overhauls our correc¬ 
tions and parole system by mak¬ 
ing the protection of the public 
the principal consideration in 
prison and parole decisions. This 
Act recognizes, for the first time, 
the role ofvlct lms of crime In the 
prison and the parole system. It 
distinguishes between violent 
and non-violent offenders and 
provides longer prison terms for 
violent offenders before t hey may 
be paroled.

Marketing opportunity opens 


up for barley 


"Farmers presently holding 
barley stoeks appear to be well 
positioned to take advantage of 
a markellngopport unity ereated 
by a eomblnatlon of faetors." 
says Russ I lemslng. Manager of 
Grain Marketing with Alberta 
Fool. Reacting to comments 
made at the recent Grain World 
1993 conference organized by 
the Canadian Wheat Board. 
Memslng feels western barley 
producers should be consider¬ 
ing what Is presently an excel¬ 
lent opportunity to sell Into the 
export barley market. 

Domestically, barley produc¬ 
ers don't have much to be happy 
about. In 1992 Canadian barley 
production fell to 10.9 million 
tonnes as seeded acreage de¬ 
clined In response to more 
favorable market returns to 
other crops. In Alberta produc¬ 
tion fell to 4.8 million tonnes. 
18% lower than the previous 
year. This year’s crop was also 
of poor quality. In Alberta an 
estimated 5% of barley crop Is of 
malt quality compared to a 10 
year average of 9.3%. 

The weather last summer and 
fall didn’t Just effect the barley 
crop: It had a drastic effect on 
the wheat as well. Low test 
weights and plentiful supplies 
of cheap, low quality feed wheat 
across western Canada have 
Induced a sharp Increase In 
wheat feeding In both western 
and eastern Canada. Feeding 
more what means feeding less 
barley. 

Weighed down by huge feed 
wheat supplies In the domestic 
market, Canadian farmers seem 


to have forgotten about the ex¬ 
port market. Total Canadian 
barley exports are projected at 
only 3.0 million tonnes, com¬ 
pared to a five year average of 
4.1 million tonnes. 

I lemslng says the export 
market for barley, however. Is 
something to be excited about. 
World barley production In 
1992-93 Is esUmated at 160.5 
million tonnes, down 4% from 
the prevloi is year and the small - 
est crop since 1983-84. World 
barley trade is projected at 19.1 
million tonnes and higher trade 
levels, ending barley stocks are 
projected to fall by 8.5% to 27.8 
million tonnes. As a result bar¬ 
ley Is no longer competing with 
com on the export market and 
Is maintaining Its export value. 

So. what does Ihls mean? 
"Producers currently holding 
barley with the hope of achiev¬ 
ing higher domestic feed prices 
later this crop years are prob¬ 
ably holding themselves up fora 
disappointment." says Memslng. 
"A wise alternative may be to sell 
barley now Into the export mar¬ 
ket through the Canadian Wheat 
Board.” 

The benefit of this move to 
Canadian barley producers In 
1992-93 could be at least $20/ 
tonne and possibly as high as 
$40/tonne.Thls means a 1992- 
93 total net payment from the 
Canadian Wheat Board’s barley 
pool of between $85/tonne 
($ 1.85/bushel) and $95/tonne 
($2.06/bushel).Thecurrent net 
1992-93 Initial price for barley 
Is about $65/tonne ($1.41/ 
bushel).

Spade program Is back for the 
third consecutive year this 
spring. Rural. Albertayouth will 
be encouraged to help Sam 
Spade solve the case of the "The 
Seedy Characters." as they look 
for seed fungi In their parents 
seed bins. 

In previous years children 
have looked for such sneaky 
characters as wlreworrms and 
root rot. both of which Inhibit 
healthy crop development. This 
year the program Is aimed at 
finding seed fungi which can 
stunt plant growth. Inhibit ger¬ 
mination. kill seeds and ulti¬ 
mately harm crop yield If they 
are not caught and treated prior 
to planting. 

The program was Initiated 
again Ihls year due to the posi¬ 
tive comments and the interest 
It generated In both children 
and parents. It is designed so 
parents and children work to¬ 
gether In a fun. Investigative 
atmosphere to find out more 
about their farm and agricul¬ 
ture. 

Children Involved In the pro¬ 
gram will be on the lookout for 
the "Fung Gang." and Its mem¬ 
bers like Alternarla,

Part 11 

PEAT. How does peat fit Into 
the recycle picture? I am using 
the term to describe the product 
of decomposition of organic sub¬ 
stances through the process we 
know as composting. People 
have been “backyard" 
composting for years. They 
dump all their organic garbage 
In a pile In the back yard, let It 
decompose and use the product 
for fertilizing the garden. 

For those who do compost, 
there are a variety of products 
that are available or that can be 
made available when the recy¬ 
cle centre Is operating. The 
advantage of a commercial 
composter over on open pile Is 
that It tends to reduce the smell, 
helps prevent Infestation by ro¬ 
dents. allows more efficient de¬ 
composition and It looks better. 

Composting removes purely 
organic garbage from landfill 
sites and can be used to great 
benefit when growing food. 
Farmers have been doing it for 
years, and the Idea Is beginning 
to catch on with us urban dwell¬ 
ers. 

Out composting or not. many 
residents find It too Inconven¬ 
ient to pile up and decompose 
grass clippings or yard waste. 

Next to paper, yard waste Is 
the second biggest component 
of residential garbage, account¬ 
ing for about 20% of our gar¬ 
bage or about 400 tonnes of 
garbage a year! 

I>ast summer you may recall 
that the City of Calgary Waste 


Management Authority was 
complaining that most of their 
summer garlrage was yard waste 
and was filling up their landfill 
sites faster than at any other 
time In the year. The same Is 
tme for every community. Peo¬ 
ple do not really know what to 
do with their grass clippings. 
Some pass the problem on to 
yard care companies. Others 
gather up the clippings and try 
to find some hidden place to 
dump It. And still others take 
the view that It Is garbage and 
they pay taxes to have their gar¬ 
bage collected, so they pass the 
problem on to the town. 

Some smart people use a lawn 
mower to finely mulch up the 
grass and spread It evenly and 
Invisibly on their lawns. But 
there Is another solution. 

Yard waste Is a valuable re¬ 
cycle commodity! And. unlike 
glass or plastic, we do not need 
to clean It! Olds College re¬ 
searchers have shown that 
grass, leaves and small twigs 
can be decomposed on a large 
scale through a proper 
composting process into use- 
able topsoil in about 12-18 
months. This Is not a new Idea: 
Brooks. Banff and other large 
towns have official yard waste 
composting programs and use 
the product to beautify their 
townsltes. 

We are hoping that Dlsbury 
can do the same thing this year 
- this Is part of our long range 
recycling plan. 

We have been talking about 
many PARTS of the recycle 
PROBLEM. Next week we will 
discuss the 3 R's of recycling 
PHILOSOPHY.

Participation challenge issued to Olds

After soundly thrashing local 
challengers In the annual 
PartlcIpAOTlON challenge held 
In June last year, the town of 
Olds began looking farther afield 
for worthy adversaries. 

"We line up communities 
to challenge through the 
PartlcIpACTlON office and one 
year we got Stettler." said town 


of Olds Recreation Programmer 
Susie Stemenberg. 

Mayor Bob Armstrong 
remembers that year well. “We 
took on then-Premler Getty's 
town of Stettler." he said, “But 
we hammered them pretty good. 
Their mayor never even came to 
the mayor’s meeting after." 

"We've taken on Napanee 
[Ontario] four times now." said 
Stemenberg. "We've each won 


twice. It's based on percentage 
of participants. They Issued 
another challenge and we (ust 
sent out the letter saying, yes. 
we want to get Involved again.” 

When he Issued the for¬ 
mal challenge. Napanee mayor 
Nell I^ambert observed that there

New ways to consider vacuuming

No one is ever totally pre¬ 
pared to undertake the chal¬ 
lenge of cleaning rugs and flrxrrs. 
When the rug beating days ex¬ 
isted t here were helpers, house¬ 
maids or servants. Rugs were 
smaller, never wall-to-wall, and 
of a different fibre and weave. 

When 1 he marvels ofsnythetlc 
fibres, affluence, and designer 
magazines arrived, and over¬ 
took consumers, little did we 
know of the agonies, quarrels 
and problems we were about to 
experience. 

We often begin the cycle as a 
new tenant with an old Ineffec¬ 
tive vacuum. We don't own the 
nig but have this deep respon¬ 
sibility to keep it clean. Unfortu¬ 
nately, we "attack" the carpet 
pushing the vacuum head back 
and forth over the worn pile and 
dragging the rest of the monster 
with us as we go. Fortunately, 
we are usually young and the 
momentary backache Is eased 
by a rest, a bath or a gcxxl night 
sleep. 

Our technique of vacuuming 


Is somehow absorbed by osmo¬ 
sis. No one ever seems to teach 
us how to vacuum. Home eco¬ 
nomic teachers certainly don’t. 
We model our parent's peer's or 
partner’s technique. 

The cycle continues: perhaps 
you get a better nig, a better 
vacuum or. who k nows .you even 
own the nig. You may even 
shampoo It yourself or have a 
cleaning company come In to do 
It, but how do you feel each time 
you vacuum? As we get older we 
don't bounce back as easily. The 
backache gets worse and now 
not even a rest or a sleep helps. 
The ache will progressively work 
Its way Into your back with less 
and less exertion. At first you 
may get all the upstairs done 
without pain, but there may 
come a time when doing only 
one room will hurt. 

Alternatives at this point may 
be; get someone else to do the 
Job...get a back treatment 
everytlme you vacuum...or Im¬ 
prove your technique. Let’s con¬ 
sider stopping the cycle with the 
latter alternative and you may 


not need to resort to the first 
two. 

Only begin vacuuming when 
you are at your best. That may 
be the mornings, after a shower 
or after a satisfying meal. Turn 
on your favourite music and 
make believe your vacuum Is 
like a dance partner. OK. so 
maybe that will take a lot of 
Imagination. 

Plan out your direction, set 
up the hoses and cords, the 
more colled and wrapped up 
they are, the more your back 
gets "colled and wrapped up". 

Take the time to move shoes, 
toys and papers up out of the 
way. This avoids your bending 
over to grab them while still 
holding the vacuum. 

These easy steps help reduce 
the muscular tension In the 
lower back. The absence of ten¬ 
sion allows freer motion and 
offsets the pain or the building 
ache. 

Hold the wand or end of the 
handle with only one hand. This 
keeps you upright. When you 
put both hands on the wand.

you automatically bend the 
wrong way and put your back 
Into a vulnerable position. 

Stand alongside the vacuum 
one foot in front of t he ot her. The 
front f(x>t should always face the 
direction you are going, and the 
back foot should be beneath 
you for balance and strength. 

The hand on the wand should 
be at the level of your hip. Turn 
on the power and away you go. 
Take only small steps, reaching 
no more than 2 feet or half a 
metre away from your body. 
Walk across the carpet In one 
direction, then work your way 
back. Stop after the first room. 

I low does your back feel? Not 
too tired? - then carry on. Tired? 
Change the activity briefly. Dust 
a table, check the mall box. pick 
some flowers, then on to the 
next nx>ni. Keep relaxed. Don't 
push down on the wand. If It Is 
not picking up dirt. It needs 
repair or replacement. Always 
work the wand within a com¬ 
fortable reach and later on. If 
you feel better, an occasional 
"lunge" (like a fencer) Is permis¬ 


sible as your back stays straight 
and the legs do the work. 

Although this technique can 
be applied to mopping/spong¬ 
ing fl<x>rs. you must be patient. 
It may take a month or two 
(sometimes a prescribed exer¬ 
cise program speeds this time 
up) before you can "power clean" 
an entire fl<x>r or house. Your 
muscles and especially the liga¬ 
ments of your back will need 
time to adapt to the new tech¬ 
nique and to build up their 
strength and durability for this 
renewed activity. 

In the meantime... .keep prac¬ 
tising!

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Artist carves out name for himself

Woodcarvcr Rollle Boulet 
Is buildingquite a reputation for 
his unique creations carved from 
wood. 

“For the last two Christ¬ 
mas seasons when I came to 
work In the morning, customers 
were literally lining up at the 
door, mainly for his Santa carv¬ 
ings.” says Carol Winger, who 
consigns Boulet's work at 
Touchstone Gallery In Olds. 
“What 1 hear from several cus¬ 
tomers Is that they feel that his 
work Is going to be worth some¬ 
thing someday. That's why 
they're buying now. They feel 
they're an Investment.” 

Rollle Boulet was trans¬ 
ferred to Olds by Mobil Oil from 
his home town of Moosamln 
Saskatchewan In 1964. He and 
hls wife Angellne settled In Olds 
and raised 5 children. After 34 
years with Mobil, Boulet retired 
3 years ago and now spends up 
to 7 hours a day in one of two 
well-equipped workshops he's 
set up In hls home designing 
and creating a diverse range of 
original hand-carved decorative 
figurines. 

It all started 18 years ago 
when he picked up a log at a 
campsite on a holiday. He was 
busy with other projects and at 
one point the log had been sit¬ 
ting around so long he nearly 
threw It away. Finally he sat 
down and fashioned a respect¬ 
able carving of a face. He Im¬ 
proved on hls technique with

utes at It. but when he’s really 
rolling he may spend up to 7 
hours with few breaks. 

Those familiar with his 
work know heean create almost 
anything from a block of wood, 
but Boulet modestly advises he's 
still perfecting his craft. "I have 
a bit of trouble doing women’s 
faces.” he says. After carving 
thousands of creations he's al¬ 
most got 11 down to a science. 
"All you need are a couple ol 
ehtsels and a couple of knives 
and you're set." he says, al¬ 
though his own set-up Is con¬ 
siderably more extensive, filling 
two (handmade) workbenches. 

He no longer uses eamp- 
flre logs: he selects wood care¬ 
fully. choosing the type to fit the 
project, lie usually works from 
a picture and has two filing draw¬ 
ers full of sample artwork care¬ 
fully labelled and arranged al¬ 
phabetically. 1 le's tried his hand 
at almost everything you could 
Imagine and some things you'd 
never think of. 1 le makes walk¬ 
ing sticks fashioned from the 
trunks of Christmas trees peo¬ 
ple bring him every year along 
with address plates, fireplace 
bellows and ornate wall plaques 
featuring everything from cou¬ 
gars and wild horses to the Mobil 
Oil Pegasus logo. The President 
of Mobil Oil Canada was pre¬ 
sented with one such Pegasus 
logo which he took to New York 
after a transfer. Boulet has done 


carvings of wild animals and 
special custom creations on an 
Individual basis. Attention to 
detail Is apparent with every 
piece, but he aptly describes an 
ornate chess set housed In a 
polished handmade case as "an 
Instant heirloom". 

Each carving Is distinc¬ 
tive and unique. He's fashioned 
liny workmen rigged out with 
suitable tools to exact replicas 
ensuring each carving Is Iruc to 
the real thing. A project cur¬ 
rently In progress Is a loon, 
faithful In every detail to the 
original right down to the exact 
slope and detail of each feather. 
He's done numerous custom 
pieces commissioned by people 
searching for a gift tailor-made 
for a certain person or occasion. 
A favorite project was a series of 
Santa figurines crafted from pic¬ 
tures drawn by his grandchil¬ 
dren. "(My grandchild] said. 
'Grampa the Santa Isn't holding 
his sack. It's Just resting on his 
shoulder,"' Boulet observes. 
"And she was right, but that's 
hotv she drew It. that's how kids 
draw. So that's how I carved It." 

Retirement has given 
Boulet more time to work at his 
hobby. “Everybody’s different," 
he says. “Everybody does their 
own thing. Some people go to 
Phoenix but I always knew what 
I'd do when I retired. You have 
to plan ahead a bit. you can't 
Just quit your Job and say. okay. 


now I'll take up a hobby. I had a 
cousAn who was going to build 
steam engines. He bought all 
Ihe tools, (he books, the equip¬ 
ment and It all Just sat there. 
You don't want to wait until the 


day you retire to take the lathe 
out of the crate." 

Boulet's carvings are 
scattered all over the world, from 
Houston and New York to Ja¬ 
pan and Ireland. Although he 


has plenty to keep him busy he 
will consider doing special 
projects for those searching for 
a gift no one else can duplicate.

The hard-boiled autocrat of fur trade 
Edmonton 


His portage plan created a 
city but John Rowand 
was little loved 

Brawny Montrealer John 
Rowand took charge of the furt 
fortofEdmonton House In 1823. 
Although he would not live to 
see the tiny settlement clustered 
around the fort become Alber¬ 
ta’s capital. It Is to this Western 
legend that Edmonton owes Its 
modern-day prominence. 

John Rowand cut a curious 
figure. Although short and lame, 
he was such a terror (and so 
grossly fat) that the Indians 
called him "Big Mountain". He 
was a shrewd and dictatorial 
boss, and alt hough he was nomi¬ 
nally a Catholic he waged war 
on missionaries: they castigated 
him for the horrible working 
conditions he provided his men. 
and they probably would have 
been scandalized by the de¬ 
bauched hoe downs he was fond 
of throwing on the upper floors 
of his massive Edmont on home. 

But Rowand s power was 
unchallenged. The 1820's were 
the heyday of the I ludson’s Bay 
Company for which he worked. 
It had Just won a vicious com¬ 
mercial battle with Its great ri¬ 
val. the North West Company, 
and the British Crown guaran¬ 
teed its monopoly on the fur 
riches of the West. Forts like 
Edmonton House were reposi¬ 
tories ofjustlce and government 
as well as wealth. 

The H.B.C.’s foot-soldiers 
were the voyageurs. expert ca¬ 
noeists charged with bringing 
pells back to the fur trade capi¬ 
tal at Cumberland House. Lo¬ 
cated on the Saskatchewan river 
near what Is now the Manltoba- 
Saskatchcwan border, this log 
bunker was the Jumplng-off 
point for Hudson Bay and ships 
to the east. But to get therefrom 
the Rockies, voyageurs had al¬ 
ways had to navigate a long and 
tortuous river route whose most 
deadly portion was the mighty 
Athabasca. 

The river Is placid between 
Athabasca Pass and the area 
due north of Edmonton. Fur¬ 
ther east, though. It becomes 
turgid. Many lives and cargo 
were lost In the torrential rap¬ 
ids. It was John Rowand who 
proposed an Ingenious way to 
avoid the needlessly long and 
hazardous traditional route - 
and who changed Alberta his¬ 
tory In the process. 

Traditionally, the voyageurs 
would follow the Athabasca 
north to Fort McMurray. where 
they would disembark and 
spend tedious weeks navigating 
south to the Saskatchewan by 
river. Rowand thought he could 
make the route shorter, quicker, 
and safer. In 1823 he asked 
11. B. C. governor George Simpson 
to build a fort on the Athabasca 
due north ofEdmonton House. 
The canoeists coi tld exit the river 
at that fort, portage 80 miles to 
Edmonton House, and take the 
North Saskatchewan directly to 


Metis boatmen at Fort Pitt.) 
Simpson eulogized him as the 
last of an "old raet" of super¬ 
powerful H.B.C. officials who 
mined the animal riches of the 
West. 

The ultimate consequence of 
Rowand's reign at Edmonton 
House was the full flower of 
Edmonton's Importance to the 
West. Before. It had been Just 
one of many forts In the H.B.C. 
empire. Rowand elevated It to a 
special social and economic po¬ 
sition. and later In the century 
an Impressive town would grow 
up on the banks of the North 
Saskatchewan. 


Cumberland House. And. natu¬ 
rally. Edmonton I louse and John 
Rowand would become more 
vital to the fur trade than ever 
before. 

Simpson, beguiled, acted 
immediately. He had Fort 
Asslnlbolne built at the location 
suggested by Rowand. Fort Ed¬ 
monton grew In Influence and 
Rowand saved the company 
millions. As a reward he was 
made a district manager and 
presided over the entire West¬ 
ern fur trade until 1854. when 
he died of a heart attack at 67. 
(He collapsed while trying to 
break up a fight between two
